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CAREY'S  MARKET 

This  store  was  known  as  the  first  store  in  the  village  of  Penacook  when  Luther  Johnson  and 
Isaac  Gage  began  business  there  in  1836.  It  also  became  the  first  post-office  in  1843.  By  1849, 
there  were  two  firms,  one  selling  drugs,  medicines,  books  and  stationery;  and  the  other, 
English  and  West  India  goods,  flour,  butter,  cheese,  etc.  Succeeding  owners  were  Austin 
Kimball,  George  Dudley,  Foote  &  Gage  and  Foote  &  Morse. 

The  Sanborn  Brothers  operated  the  store  from  1891  to  1910.  G.D.  Brockway,  Robert  K. 
Jones,  Jackman  and  Son  and  A.H.  Hibbard  were  operators  until  1941.  George  "Vic"  Flint 
was  the  owner/operator  from  then  until  November  1953  when  Daniel  and  Bridget  Carey, 
moving  here  from  Brooklyn,  NY  purchased  the  store. 

With  the  aid  of  eight  children  over  the  years,  they  have  operated  the  store  for  a  longer 
period  of  time  than  any  previous  owner.  Son,  Jim,  is  the  second  generation  Carey  currently 
working  with  his  parents.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  completion  of  several  noteworthy  projects 
and  a  start  on  others.  Jackson  Street,  a  very  heavily  traveled  way,  re- 
ceived a  high  quality  repaving.  The  old  Torrent  Engine  House  became  a 
fully  handicapped  accessible  first  floor  library  complete  with  a  modern 
bathroom.  A  difficult  storm  water  problem  on  Dove  and  Robin  Streets 
was  corrected  by  the  Highway  Department.  These  employees  also  cleaned 
up  a  couple  of  longstanding  junkyards  we  plan  to  be  reimbursed  by  the 
property  owners.  The  Police  Department  began  a  serious  drug  education 
program  in  the  elementary  school.  The  firemen  and  their  Womens'  Aux- 
iliary have  begun  the  construction  of  a  much  needed  addition  to  the  Fire 
Station,  hopefully  without  the  need  for  any  tax  dollars.  Conservation 
Commission  members  have  not  spent  much  money  but  many  hours  of 
time  and  labor  working  on  the  town  Forest  plan  for  wildlife  and  recrea- 
tional uses.  Several  Zoning  and  Planning  Board  members  have  put  in 
many  hours  on  a  revision  of  the  town's  zoning  ordinance  which  is  not 
quite  ready  to  be  voted  upon.  It  takes  the  efforts  of  so  many  unpaid 
volunteers  of  the  above  Boards,  the  library,  Old  Home  Day  Committee, 
sports  coaches  and  others  added  to  the  work  performed  by  the  full  and 
part-time  employees  that  make  Boscawen  a  viable  community. 

The  permanent  closure  of  the  Corn  Hill  Road  landfill  remains  to  be 
done.  We  did  not  seek  new  bids  for  the  construction.  We  have  included  a 
warrant  article  asking  permission  to  bond  up  to  an  estimated  figure,  but  if 
approved,  the  borrowing  would  be  based  on  new  bids. 

We  are  attempting  to  negotiate  a  new  contract  with  Concord  for 
sewage  in  the  south  end  of  town.  Since  water  meters  are  now  installed, 
each  resident's  billing  will  be  tied  to  actual  usage  in  1992.  This  method 
should  provide  relief  for  single  and  two  person  households  but  it  would  be 
practical  for  everyone  on  the  town  water  system  to  conserve  water  from 
now  on. 

Passage  of  the  budget  is  necessary  to  continue  progress  in  town.  1992 
should  be  the  year  when  we  incorporate  more  recycling  of  waste  goods  so 
as  to  reduce  our  tonnage  and  cost  of  the  energy  plant.  We  urge  your 
thoughtful  consideration  of  the  proposals  within  this  1991  Annual  Report.

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BUDGET  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

February  10,  1992 

The  Budget  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  faced  the  same  very  difficult  and  arduous  task  of  finalizing  a 

1992  budget  as  was  experienced  in  1991.  The  year  1991  saw  no  marked 
improvement  in  economic  conditions  and  as  a  result  budget  development 
took  much  review  and  analysis.  Each  department  submitted  reasonable 
budgets  with  only  minimal  increases  -  once  again  attempting  to  recognize 
taxpayer  concerns  and  to  reflect  the  tough  economic  times.  However, 
achieving  a  goal  of  zero  increases  for  each  department  was  not  easy.  As 
often  happens  when  maintenance  is  neglected  it  ultimately  costs  money  to 
restore  equipment,  buildings  and  systems  to  original  condition.  After  a 
couple  years  of  "bare  essentials"  the  1992  budget  reflects  some  of  these 
items  that  must  be  repaired  or  replaced. 

Although  the  school  budget  remains  the  largest  percentage  of  the  tax 
bill,  the  School  Board  is  committed  to  a  zero  increase.  A  small  bit  of  good 
news. 

Another  bit  of  good  news  is  the  large  decrease  in  sewer  costs  and  in 
monies  being  raised  via  warrant  articles  this  year  ($43,887  in  1992  vs. 
$90,438  in  1991).  In  light  of  the  overall  decrease  in  the  bottom  line  of  the 
1992  budget,  the  Budget  Committee  and  the  majority  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  support  the  five  percent  (5%)  raise  in  salary  for  all  town 
employees  which  was  requested  by  department  heads.  Since  there  were 
no  salary  increases  in  1991  it  was  felt  the  salary  increases  were  deserved 
and  justified.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  1992  "operating"  budget  is 
up  just  a  little  over  5%  taking  into  consideration  the  salary  increases  and 
other  items  requiring  repair  or  replacement.  However,  the  "total"  budget 
is  down. 

One  final  note  for  special  consideration  is  the  amount  in  the  Police 
Department  Budget  for  an  added  officer.  The  Police  Chief  feels  strongly 
an  additional  officer  is  needed.  After  much  discussion  the  committee  felt 
the  need  for  this  added  expense  should  be  discussed  at  Town  Meeting  and 
therefore  remains  in  the  budget  for  voter  action.  The  1992  budget  is  sup- 
ported unanimously  by  the  Budget  Committee  with  the  exception  of  this 
item.

The  Human  Service  Department  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen  has  helped 
87  families  during  the  1991  year  for  a  total  of  226  applications.  No  client 
has  ever  been  turned  away  or  refused  assistance  if  qualifications  were 
met.  There  are  so  many  State  and  Federal  programs  available  now  and 
we  were  able  to  help  some  of  our  clients  apply  for  them.  This  helped  our 
families  as  well  as  our  budget.  During  this  current  year,  as  the  above 
chart  shows,  we  spent  a  total  of  $18,403.38  —  nearly  $3,000  more  than 
last  year.  Fortunately,  we  applied  for  and  received  $3,000  from  the 
Stewart  B.  McKinney  Grant  —  a  Federal  Grant  distributed  in  our  State 
by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Please  continue  to  let  us  know  if  you  hear  of  any  family  needing  our 
help  but  who  are  reluctant  to  ask  for  our  help  for  themselves.  Your  con- 
cern is  very  much  appreciated  as  we  don't  want  any  of  our  people  to  be 
without  food,  heat,  medical  attention  or  a  home.  There  are  food  pantries 
in  the  Boscawen-Penacook- Concord  area  which  are  available  to  our  peo- 
ple. A  listing  of  these  food  pantries  is  available  at  the  Selectmen's  office. 
On  Monday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday  evenings  from  4:30  to  5:30  a 
delicious  supper  is  served  at  the  United  Church  of  Penacook  Diningroom 
by  various  charitable  groups  —  including  our  Ladies  Aid  of  the  Boscawen 
Congregational  Church.  We  were  fortunate  to  receive  a  good  supply  of 
canned  goods,  foods,  and  various  supplies  left  over  from  the  Desert  Storm 
War  to  give  to  some  of  our  clients. 

We  belong  to  several  welfare  groups  —  N.H.  Local  Welfare  Adminis- 
trators Association,  the  Community  Action  Advisory  Board,  the  Merri- 
mack County  United  Way  Committee,  and  the  Capital  Food  Project 
Committee.  At  these  meetings  we  exchange  views  and  ideas  and  listen  to 
speakers  who  teach  us  a  great  deal  about  how  we  can  further  help  our 
people  —  especially  along  the  lines  of  Federal  and  State  Programs.

The  Town  of  Boscawen  is  fortunate  that  we  have  so  many  organizations 
who  are  not  only  willing  but  eager  to  help  our  folks-in-need.  There  were 
food  baskets  at  Thanksgiving  time  and  many  volunteers  delivering  this 
food.  The  Capital  Food  Project  Committee  was  active  again  this  year  at 
Christmas  time,  and  we  are  proud  to  say  that  many  of  our  Boscawen  peo- 
ple volunteered  with  the  packaging  of  the  food  at  the  Armory  in  Concord 
and  delivering  many,  many  baskets  of  food  in  our  town.  The  Toys  for 
Tots  program  by  the  Boscawen  Police  Auxiliary  was  great  and  provided 
toys  and  clothing  for  many  children  who  probably  wouldn't  have  received 
many  Christmas  gifts  this  year.  The  Giving  Tree  sponsored  by  the  Con- 
cord Hospital  was  equally  great  and  many,  many  children  received 
beautiful  clothing  and  gifts.  Boscawen  groups  were  taking  on  whole 
families  with  Christmas  gifts  and  food  —  and  the  spirit  of  Christmas  was 
all  around  us!

The  Boscawen  Fire  Department  responded  to  127  calls,  a  2%  decrease 
from  1990's  129  calls.  Chimney  fires  are  on  the  increase  due  to  more 
people  using  wood  burning  stoves. 

Firefighters  continue  to  participate  in  training  programs  at 
Fitzwilliams  Drill  Yard,  Lakes  Region  and  Capital  Area  Mutual  Aid 
Compacts,  as  well  as  N.H.  Fire  Standards  and  training. 

A  BIG  project  which  has  been  started  this  year  is  a  much  needed  addi- 
tion to  the  rear  of  the  existing  fire  station.  With  donations  from  town 
businesses,  neighboring  town  businesses,  organizations,  individuals,  and 
ongoing  fund  raisers  we  were  able  to  complete  the  foundation  before 
winter  set  in.  Our  sincere  "Thanks"  to  those  that  donated  money,  their 
time,  equipment,  technology  and  expertise  in  getting  all  that  hard  work 
completed. 

Many  towns'  people  have  come  forward  and  offered  their  services  for 
different  phases  in  the  construction  of  the  building. 

At  this  time  let's  not  forget  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  members,  they  have 
served  all  the  workers  and  firefighters  meals  and  coffee  and  donuts  at 
weekend  work  details  as  well  as  at  the  fire  scenes.  They  have  also  been  in- 
volved in  fundraisers  for  the  new  building  by  having  raffles,  public  sup- 
pers, selling  of  quilts  and  catering  private  parties,  etc, 

The  contributions  given  by  all  of  the  above  mentioned  parties  are  very 
much  appreciated.  To  ALL  of  you  a  very  special  THANKS. 

I  would  also  like  to  extend  a  hearty  thanks  to  all  the  officers  and 
firefighters  for  their  cooperation,  time,  understanding  and  effort  this  past 
year.  I  know  it  was  rather  hectic  at  times.

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TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER  REPORT 


1991  was  a  very  dry  and  busy  year  for  the  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire 
Service  as  well  as  local  fire  departments  due  to  our  increase  in  the  number 
of  fires.  Our  three  major  causes  of  fires  in  1991  were  non-permit,  children 
and  smoking  materials.  450  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire  burned  ap- 
proximately 150  acres  for  an  average  fire  size  of  one-third  acre. 

Primarily,  the  local  fire  department  is  responsible  for  extinguishing 
these  fires.  Keeping  the  average  fire  size  this  small  is  a  tribute  to  early 
detection  by  citizens,  our  fire  tower  lookout  system  and  the  quick  response 
of  our  trained  local  fire  departments. 

In  every  municipality,  there  is  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  several  Depu- 
ty Wardens  that  are  responsible  for  directing  suppression  action  on 
wildland  fires,  working  with  other  fire  deparment  members  under  the 
direction  of  the  N.H.  Forest  Fire  Service  to  make  sure  that  all  fire  depart- 
ment members  are  properly  trained  and  equipped  for  suppressing 
wildland  fires.  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  receive 
specialized  training  each  year,  presented  by  the  N.H.  Forest  Fire  Service, 
to  keep  their  skill  level  and  knowledge  of  forest  fire  laws  up  to  date. 

The  local  Warden  and  selected  Deputy  Wardens  are  also  responsible 
for  issuing  burning  permits  for  any  open  burning  that  is  to  be  done  in  their 
community.  In  New  Hampshire,  any  open  burning,  except  when  the 
ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow,  requires  a  written  fire  permit 
prior  to  lighting  the  fire.  Before  doing  any  open  burning,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  you  contact  your  local  fire  department  to  see  if  a  permit  is 
required  and  to  save  your  commmunity  the  cost  of  sending  fire  equipment 
on  a  false  alarm.  Any  person  violating  the  permit  law  (RSA  224:27)  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Please  help  your  local  Warden  and  fire  department  by  requesting  a  fire 
permit  before  kindling  a  fire,  be  understanding  if  they  tell  you  it  is  not  a 
safe  day  to  burn  and  help  keep  New  Hampshire  green!  Thank  you  for  be- 
ing fire  safe.

The  Boscawen  kids  went  on  a  number  of  field  trips,  to  Wellington, 
Ellacoya  and  Wallis  Sands  State  Parks,  Surf  Coaster  and  the  highlight  of 
the  summer  a  Red  Sox  game. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  parents  that  volunteered  at  the  park.  With- 
out them  the  program  would  not  have  gone  as  well  as  it  did.

The  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission 
(CNHRPC)  is  a  voluntary  association  of  19  towns  and  the  City  of  Concord 
in  Merrimack  and  Hillsborough  Counties.  The  Town  of  Boscawen  is  a 
member  in  good  standing  of  the  Commission. 

The  CNHRPC  is  organized  under  RSA  36:45-53  to  prepare  coordinated 
regional  plans  and  to  assist  communities  with  local  planning  activities. 

Our  accomplishments  over  the  last  year  include: 

Regional  Plan:  The  Commission  adopted  the  Land  Use  Element  of  the 
Regional  Master  Plan  at  the  annual  meeting  in  May.  Staff  is  meeting  with 
planning  boards  to  explain  the  recommendations  of  the  plan. 

Housing:  The  CNHRPC  began  to  debate  conclusions  and  recommenda- 
tions for  the  draft  housing  element  of  the  regional  master  plan, 
distributed  during  the  Fall.  We  sponsored  a  discussion  of  the  implications 
for  local  zoning  of  the  Britton  vs  Chester  NH  Supreme  Court  case  at  the 
November  21,  1991  Commission  meeting.  Staff  is  meeting  with  planning 
boards  to  discuss  both  the  housing  element  and  the  Chester  court  case. 

Transportation:  The  Transportation  Advisory  Committee  completed 
and  adopted  in  1991  the  Regional  Truck  Route  Study,  an  element  of  the 
regional  transportation  plan,  due  for  completion  in  1993.  The  Committee 
also  completed  and  adopted  the  Steeplgate  Mall  Traffic  and  Land  Use 
Study.  The  study  brought  together  planners  from  Chichester,  Concord, 
Loudon,  and  Pembroke  to  identify  traffic  and  land  use  issues  of  mutual 
concern  and  to  develop  strategies  to  preserve  and  enhance  traffic  mobility 
and  land  use  compatibility  in  the  area  in  preparation  for  the  eventual 
growth  and  development  in  the  mall  area. 

The  CNHRPC  continued  to  provide  support  for  the  public  participa- 
tion and  environmental  reviews  for  the  Concord  to  Spaulding  Turnpike 
EIS  and  preliminary  design  study. 

Work  began  on  the  EIS  and  design  of  the  Hillsborough  Bypass.  The 
Commission  is  responsible  for  public  participation,  parts  of  the  EIS,  and 
to  review  the  design. 

Solid  Waste:  The  Commission  continues  to  assist  the  Central  NH  Solid 
Waste  District  in  implementing  its  state  approved  Solid  Waste  Manage- 
ment Plan.  The  Commission  had  assisted  the  Central  and  Hopkinton- 
Webster  districts  in  the  preparation  of  their  plans  and  with  obtaining 
state  approval. 
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Recyling:  The  CNHRPC  prepared  a  regional  recycling  status  update, 
funded  by  a  grant  through  the  Governor's  recycling  initiative. 

Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection:  The  CNHRPC  organized  its 
third  household  hazardous  waste  collection  on  October  5,  1991,  with  col- 
lection sites  in  Allenstown  and  Henniker.  Cosponsors  were  the  Towns  of 
Allenstown,  Bow,  Dunbarton,  Henniker,  Hopkinton,  Pembroke,  Sutton, 
Warner,  Washington  and  Wilmot. 

River  Management  and  Protection:  The  Commission  cosponsored  the 
successful  nomination  of  the  Contoocook  River  to  the  NH  Rivers  Manage- 
ment and  Protection  Program.  The  Commission  helped  organize  and  will 
provide  technical  assistance  to  the  Federal  Wild  and  Scenic  River  and  NH 
River  Management  and  Protection  Program  studies  for  the  upper  Mer- 
rimack River. 

Geographic  Information  System  (GIS):  The  system,  designed  to  map 
and  manage  geographic  information,  was  used  for  the  regional  land  use, 
transportation,  and  housing  plans  and  for  the  Bow,  Pembroke  and 
Salisbury  town  plans. 

During  1992  RPC  staff  met  with  the  planning  board  to  discuss  current 
and  future  town  planning  tasks,  your  priorities  for  the  Regional  Planning 
Commission,  the  progress  of  the  regional  master  plan,  and  our  GIS. 

Other  activities  in  Boscawen  included  attendance  at  planning  board 
meeting  to  participate  in  public  information  discussion  on  Walker  Pond 
Water  Resource  Management  &  Protection  Plan;  preparing  revised  zon- 
ing ordinance;  attendance  at  a  series  of  meetings  with  committee  and 
planning  board  for  discussion  on  the  revised  zoning  ordinances;  supplied 
road  mileage  for  Boscawen  and  for  Merrimack  County;  reviewed  pro- 
cedures for  petitioned  zoning  amendments  and  provided  samples  of  war- 
rant articles  from  other  towns;  and  researched  question  on  the  zoning  or- 
dinance providing  for  the  fine  money  to  go  to  the  Town  instead  of  to  the 
District  Court  —  which  led  to  recommendation  to  include  language  in 
Boscawen's  zoning  ordinance  allowing  the  town  to  recover  costs  of  pro- 
secuting a  violation  (RSA  676:17,  II)  and,  in  addition,  referred  party  to 
NHMA. 
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LIFE  SAFETY  OFFICERS  REPORT 

I  have  recently  learned  that  the  question  of  whom  has  the  final  authori- 
ty in  decisions  concerning  the  Life  Safety  Code  may  need  to  be  addressed. 

The  Life  Safety  Code  is  adopted  by  the  State  of  NH  as  part  of  the  State 
Fire  Code.  It  is  also  adopted  by  the  Town  of  Boscawen  in  an  Ordinance 
that  establishes  a  method  for  its  administration  on  the  local  level. 

In  short: 

When  acting  under  the  State  Fire  Code,  the  Fire  Chief  is  the  local 
authority,  with  any  appeals  made  to  the  State  Fire  Marshal. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  Life  Safety  Code  as  adopted  by  the  Town  of 
Boscawen,  the  Life  Safety  Officer  is  the  authority,  with  any  appeals  made 
to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 

The  reason  for  giving  this  authority  to  an  appointed  officer  was  to  make 
one  individual  responsible  who  will  follow  any  action  through  to  the  end, 
rather  than  set  up  a  bureaucracy  with  several  different  levels.  It  is  easy  to 
envision  any  individuals  dissatisfied  with  actions  of  the  Life  Safety  Officer 
going  to  the  Fire  Chief,  and  then  the  Selectmen,  and  if  still  dissatisfied  fil- 
ing an  appeal  with  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  as  allowed  by  law. 

This  is  not  to  say  the  Fire  Chief  and  Selectmen  are  totally  uninvolved, 
as  I  routinely  keep  them  informed  of  my  actions  and  I  feel  we  have  an 
excellent  working  relationship. 

In  the  past  year  I  continued  to  address  situations  where  buildings  were 
not  in  compliance  with  the  Code.  In  most  instances  I  was  able  to  work  the 
problems  out  with  the  owners,  although  there  were  two  cases  that  had  to 
be  brought  to  court,  and  the  Town  did  prevail  each  time. 

As  some  of  you  already  know,  we  have  a  problem  of  non-compliance  at 
the  Elementary  School.  Inspections  were  made  after  being  contacted  by 
parents  and  citizens  concerned  with  the  safety  of  the  students.  As  the 
result,  the  Superintendant  of  Schools,  Mr.  Bell,  took  steps  to  correct  the 
noted  violations  which  could  be  done  without  major  renovations.  At  this 
time,  the  School  Board  is  weighing  the  options  on  how  to  handle  the  mat- 
ter, because  there  is  also  concern  to  other  areas  regarding  educational 
facility  standards.  Regardless,  safety  will  not  be  compromised  and  I  will 
be  consulting  the  Fire  Marshal  before  taking  possible  necessary  steps. 

On  final  note,  the  1991  Life  Safety  Code  is  now  being  used  by  the  Town 
of  Boscawen.  After  looking  into  the  particulars  of  new  legislation  I  find 
there  is  no  problem  in  applying  our  Ordinance  in  its  exisiting  form.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMISSION 


The  Cemetery  Commission  met  monthly  throughout  the  year  (third 
Wednesday  of  the  month)  and  has  been  gathering  information  to  hope- 
fully clarify  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the  cemeteries. 

We  have  found  that  the  town  by  law  shall  have  a  Board  of  Cemetery 
Trustees  as  per  RSA  287:7  to  "supervise  all  such  cemeteries  to  the  end  that 
said  funds  may  be  so  expended  as  best  to  serve  the  purposes  for  which  they 
are  raised"  Accordingly  we  are  again  presenting  this  material  to  be  acted 
upon  at  Town  Meeting. 

We  also  ask  to  discontinue  the  Capital  Reserve  Cemetery  Improvement 
Fund  established  in  1982  and  to  establish  an  Expendable  Trust  Fund  with 
said  funds,  to  be  used  for  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the 
cemeteries. 

A  determination  of  the  needs  of  our  cemeteries  was  established  with  a 
re-survey  of  Pine  Grove  Cemetery,  Corn  Hill  Road  being  judged  the  most 
important.  Stone  repairs  was  second. 

An  appraisal  of  the  needs  of  the  cemeteries  for  stone  repair  and 
maintenance  was  undertaken  by  Sampson  Memorial  Co.  of  Boscawen  and 
a  total  of  approximately  $19,000  was  determined.  Hopefully  a  start  on 
this  work  can  begin  shortly. 

In  August  members  of  the  commission,  with  Selectman  Tom  Danko, 
painted  the  new  fence  at  Beaver  Dam.  This  is  only  the  beginning  of 
volunteer  effort  that  can  give  cemeteries  improvements  that  the  town  can- 
not provide.

II.  Summary 

November  30,  1991  completed  our  second  full  year  of  operation.  Dur- 
ing the  year  we  installed  at  the  Franklin  Ashfill  and  now  have  operable  a 
180,000  gallon  additional  leachate  storage  tank  to  assist  us  in  the  handling 
of  leachate  now  and  in  the  future.  Earthwork  construction  was  completed 
this  Fall  in  anticipation  of  Phase  II  construction  of  the  double  liner  and 
leachate  collection  system  which,  when  completed,  will  coincide  with  the 
completed  filling  of  Phase  I  late  this  summer.  Once  again  our  landfill 
operator,  J.D.  McLeod  has  done  an  outstanding  job  in  operatinng  and 
maintaining  the  site.  The  required  monitoring  of  the  ash,  leachate, 
groundwater  and  storm  water  has  consistently  produced  satisfying 
results.  Leachate  disposal  arrangements  at  the  Winnipesaukee  River 
Basin  Plant  have  been  working  very  well  and  we  are  fortunate  to  have  this 
vital  link  in  our  area.

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CONCORD  REGIONAL  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  continues  to  offer 
three  major  health  services  to  the  residents  of  Boscawen:  Home  Care, 
Hospice  and  Health  Promotion. 

Home  Care  Services  respond  to  the  health  care  needs  of  those  patients 
with  acute  or  chronic  illnesses  that  require  skilled  professional  and  para- 
professional  care  so  they  may  return  to  or  remain  in  their  homes.  Em- 
phasis is  on  promoting  independence  and  maximum  functioning  of  the 
patient  within  the  least  restrictive  setting. 

Hospice  Services  provide  professional  and  paraprofessional  services  to  the 
terminally  ill  patient  with  a  limited  life  expectancy.  The  goal  is  to 
enhance  the  quality  of  the  patient's  remaining  life  by  helping  he/she  re- 
main at  home  in  comfort  and  dignity.  Emphasis  is  on  pain  and  symptom 
management  and  skilled  intervention  to  meet  the  patient's  special 
physical,  emotional  and  spiritual  needs.  This  is  a  Medicare  Certified 
Hospice  Program  in  New  Hampshire. 

Health  Promotion  Services  focus  on  the  low  and  marginal  income 
families  and  individuals  to  prevent  illness  by  professional  assessment  and 
screening  for  health  risks  and  needs,  by  early  intervention  to  prevent, 
eliminate,  or  minimize  the  impact  of  illness  and/or  disability,  and  by  an- 
ticipatory guidance  and  health  teaching.  Emphasis  is  on  promoting 
healthy  children,  families  and  individuals  through  early  intervention  and 
health  teaching.  Services  rendered  in  the  clinic  setting  are:  child  health, 
family  planning,  sexually  transmitted  disease,  adult  screening,  im- 
munizations, and  HIV  (AIDS)  testing  and  counseling.  Home  visits  are 
made  in  crisis  situations  or  when  needed  health  care  cannot  be  given  in 
the  clinic.  Senior  Health  services  are  provided  at  congregate  housing  sites. 
Professional  and  paraprofessional  hourly  home  services  are  provided  on  a 
private  fee-for-service  basis.  Health  education  and  instruction  are  part  of 
each  home  visit  or  clinic  visit. 

Anyone  in  Boscawen  may  request  service;  patient,  doctor,  health  facil- 
ity, pastor,  friend  or  neighbor.  All  requests  are  answered,  but  continuing 
home  care  will  only  be  provided  with  a  physician's  order. 

A  call  to  the  Concord  Hospital  Visiting  Nurse  Association  (224-4093) 
between  the  hours  of  8:00  am  -  4:00  pm  seven  days  a  week  is  all  that  is 
necessary  to  start  services  or  make  inquiries.  A  nurse  is  on  call  for  hospice 
and  home  care  patients;  (224-4093)  4:00  pm  -  8:00  am  daily. 

Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.  Fees  are 
scaled  for  the  individual  without  health  insurance  and/or  who  is  unable  to 
pay  the  full  charge.  However,  to  fee  scale,  federal  regulations  require  a 
financial  statement  be  completed  by  the  patient  or  responsible  person. 
Town  monies  subsidize  those  visits  that  are  scaled  or  that  no  fee  is  col- 
lectible. 

This  agency  is  certified  as  a  Medicare/Medicaid  Provider,  licensed  by 
the  State  of  NH  and  is  a  member  agency  of  the  United  Way  of  Merrimack 
County.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


In  1991  the  Boscawen  Conservation  Commission  realized  many  of  its 
goals  and  continued  work  on  ongoing  projects.  A  new  alternate  member 
was  sworn  in  and  a  long-time  member,  Ron  Butler,  resigned  after  many 
years  of  service.  Thanks  go  to  Ron  for  his  many  years  of  dedicated  service 
to  the  Commission. 

In  October  the  Commission  and  the  Boscawen  Historical  Society  jointly 
conducted  a  historical  walk  and  dedication  of  the  Boscawen  Town  Forest. 
Two  signs  made  by  Charles  Niebling  with  lumber  donated  by  Colby 
Lumber  were  erected  at  the  site.  The  main  sign  reads  "Boscawen  Town 
Forest,  432  acres,  Weir  Farm-Barnard- Armstrong- Leblanc  lots,  managed 
for  and  by  the  people  of  Boscawen."  Tree  Farm  signs  were  also  unveiled 
during  the  ceremony  as  the  Town  Forest  was  certified  this  year  as  a  Tree 
Farm  in  the  NH  Tree  Farm  Program.  Representatives  for  agencies  in- 
cluding New  Hampshire  Fish  &  Game  and  the  New  Hampshire  Tree 
Farm  Program  as  well  as  many  past  and  current  citizens  of  Boscawen 
were  in  attendance. 

1991  also  saw  the  completion  of  the  Integrated  Natural  Resource 
Management  Plan  for  the  Town  Forest  under  cooperative  agreement  with 
the  NH  Fish  &  Game.  This  plan  was  written  by  a  sub-committee,  the  Ad- 
Hoc  Committee,  consisting  of  Commission  members;  Chairman,  Rene 
Bollengier,  Cameron  Cadarette,  Charles  Niebling,  Charles  Jaworski  and 
Fish  &  Game  Biologist  Charles  Bridges.  A  controlled  burn  of  selected  sec- 
tions of  the  Forest  was  conducted  this  year  to  reclaim  old  fields  formerly 
of  the  Weir  Farm  with  the  help  of  the  Boscawen  Volunteer  Fire  Depart- 
ment. Perimeter  boundaries  have  been  blazed  and  painted  and  will  be 
completed  in  early  1992. 

The  Commission  also  reviewed  numerous  Wetland  Board  application 
sites  and  continued  to  monitor  the  Conservation  Easements  on  the  Sahlin 
and  Emery  properties.  Commission  members  also  served  on  various  Town 
sub-committees  including  the  Town  Forest  Ad-Hoc  Committee  and  the 
Zoning  Study  Committee. 

Each  month  a  different  member  of  the  Commission  writes  a 
conservation-related  article  in  the  Boscawen  Newsvine  called  the  "Con- 
servation Corner". 

The  Commission  meets  on  the  fourth  Thursday  of  every  month  at  7:00 
p.m.  in  the  old  Selectmen's  Office  behind  the  Church.  All  interested  per- 
sons are  invited  to  attend.

The  Upper  Merrimack  River  Local  Advisory  Committee  convened  its 
first  meeting  in  November,  1991.  The  Committee  consists  of  20  in- 
dividuals nominated  by  officials  of  the  seven  communities  bordering  the 
30  miles  of  river  between  the  Hooksett  Reservoir  and  the  confluence  of  the 
Pemigew asset  and  Winnippesaukee  Rivers  in  Franklin.  Over  the  next  two 
years,  the  Committee  will  work  jointly  with  the  National  Park  Service 
and  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services  to: 

1.  evaluate  local  resident  and  landowner  attitudes  and  opinions  regard- 
ing present  and  future  management  of  the  river  and  its  related  resources, 

2.  evaluate  current  management  of  river- related  resources  and  make 
recommendations  regarding  future  management  at  the  local  and  state 
levels, 

3.  assist  in  the  implementation  of  management  recommendations.  For 
any  recommended  changes  in  local  ordinances,  adoption  will  be  subject 
to  town  meeting  vote, 

4.  evaluate  community  attitudes  regarding  possible  designation  of  the 
Upper  Merrimack  as  a  component  of  the  National  Wild  and  Scenic  Rivers 
System. 

In  August  of  1993,  the  National  Park  Service  must  make  a  recommen- 
dation to  congress  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Upper  Merrimack  ought  to  be 
added  to  the  list  of  rivers  receiving  federal  protection  through  inclusion  in 
the  National  Wild  and  Scenic  River  System.  A  Wild  and  Scenic  designa- 
tion would  afford  protection  to  the  river  from  any  federally  assisted, 
licensed,  or  funded  actions  related  to  the  river  that  would  degrade  the 
river's  natural  or  cultural  values. 

Anyone  interested  in  the  future  of  the  Merrimack  River  and  its  sur- 
rounding lands  are  encouraged  to  attend  the  Committee  meetings  or  con- 
tact one  of  Boscawen's  representatives  listed  below.  The  Committee  meets 
monthly.

suance of  not  more  than  three  hundred  ninety  three  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fourteen  dollars  ($393,814)  of  bonds  and/or  notes  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33)  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  and/or  notes 
and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon  and  (2/3  ballot  vote) . 

Moderator  Rick  Trombly  announced  the  article  would  need  to  be  voted 
by  paper  ballot  and  that  the  polls  would  be  open  for  one  hour. 
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Richard  Sweatt  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read;  seconded  by 
Deborah  Bevans. 

Discussion:  Don  Welcome  asked  why  the  Town  needed  this  project 
done.  Douglas  Supry  gave  the  history  and  described  the  leaching  of  con- 
taminants from  the  landfill  and  that  capping  will  help  prevent  problems 
in  the  future.  Don  Welcome  asked  whether  we  could  be  sure  the  leaching 
is  coming  from  rain  water  or  ground  water  and  whether  anything  further 
would  need  to  be  done.  Mr.  Supry  said  that  testing  has  shown  it  is  rain 
water  and  by  capping  it  will  resolve  the  problem.  Roger  Sanborn  inquired 
if  this  method  has  proven  successful  in  other  communities.  George 
McMennamin  and  Chris  Jacobs  of  Underwood  Engineers,  Inc.  were 
recognized  by  the  Town  to  provide  technical  information.  Mr.  McMen- 
namin said  that  the  technology  of  capping  has  been  around  for  years  and 
that  the  project  will  be  100%  successful  if  the  liner  is  used  as  suggested. 
Jim  Colby  inquired  about  the  number  of  capped  landfills  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. Doug  Supry  said  there  are  three.  Ray  Levesque  questioned  the 
materials  which  are  on  his  property  and  which  seem  to  have  an  effect  of 
making  his  trees  non-fruit  bearing.  He  asked  if  the  capping  will  help  his 
problem.  Douglas  Supry  said  the  material  would  need  to  be  identified 
prior  to  answering  Mr.  Levesque's  questions.  Chris  Jacobs  of  Underwood 
Engineers  gave  the  following  information:  The  State  has  been  mandating 
closure  of  unlined  landfills  in  N.H.  Boscawen  began  studying  its  problem 
in  1985;  in  1988  the  first  monitoring  wells  were  installed  and  ground 
water  results  were  available  November,  1988.  December,  1989  brought 
the  Transfer  Station  in  use  and  beginning  June,  1990,  no  further  refuse 
was  brought  to  the  landfill  which  was  then  covered  with  12"  of  sand.  A 
plan  for  closure/capping  was  sent  to  the  State  of  N.H.  in  January  1990; 
the  State  refused  the  plan  in  its  response  to  the  Town  April,  1990  becuase 
the  schedule  was  considered  to  be  excessive  and  insisted  the  completion 
date  be  summer,  1991.  For  the  Town's  information  and  Article  submis- 
sion, a  bidding  process  began  with  a  low  bid  of  $436,089  being  received, 
but  not  awarded.  The  effect  on  the  tax  rate  would  be  36  cents  per  thou- 
sand evaluation  on  a  20  year  bond.  Interest  would  be  $200,000  for  20 
years.  Visual  displays  including  the  flow  of  groundwater  and  monitoring 
wells  were  available.  Well  #5,  102,  103  are  all  contaminated.  Ground- 
water has  been  tested  since  1988  and  contaminants  are  increasing  at  a 
steady  rate  -  six  to  seven  times  higher  than  the  allowable  to  be  considered 
safe.  The  purpose  of  the  capping  is  to  prevent  further  leaching  out  of  the 
landfill.  Pieces  of  rubber,  40  mil  thick  will  be  covered  with  2'  of  sand.  It  is 
expected  to  eliminate  80-90  %  of  water  in  the  landfill;  capping  is  expected 
to  curtail  and  eliminate  contaminants  carried  out  of  the  landfill. 

Fred  McLaughlin  asked  what  the  level  will  be  after  capping  and  Mr. 
Jacobs  said  it  could  not  be  projected  unless  the  actual  cause  of  the  con- 
tamination was  determined.  Carl  Woodard  asked  how  long  the  mem- 
brane would  last  and  the  engineers  replied  that  they  would  be  requesting 
a  20  year  warranty  from  the  manufacturer.  Roger  Sanborn  questioned  if 
another  material,  such  as  concrete,  could  be  used  for  capping.  The 
engineers  said  no  others  were  considered  since  12"  of  clay  would  be 
susceptible  to  environmental  concerns  and  that  the  membrane  had  been 
used  for  many  other  purposes  to  cut  down  on  evaporation  with  success. 
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Bernadette  Randlett  asked  if  the  problem  may  have  peaked  and  the 
engineers  responded  they  didn't  know,  but  that  in  a  course  of  testing  over 
the  past  two  years,  the  rates  of  contamination  increased.  Joy  Sloane  in- 
quired about  the  chemicals  causing  the  contamination  and  was  answered 
that  it  was  probably  Oils,  cleaning  fluids,  paint  thinner  &  industrial 
cleaners.  Jim  Colby  asked  if  the  State  of  N.H.  would  be  satisfied  with  this 
method  and  if  they  would  approve  the  job  as  completed.  Bill  Harmon 
asked  how  many  installations  had  Underwood  Engineers,  Inc.  done.  Mr. 
Jacobs  said  his  company  only  does  the  designing  -  not  the  installation. 
Mr.  Harmon  expressed  concern  over  the  need  to  have  comparisons  made 
for  successful  cappings  prior  to  the  Town's  decision.  He  felt  it  was 
necessary  to  know  the  results  of  this  method  in  other  towns.  Mr.  Jacobs 
said  the  Town  of  Hudson  had  a  12  acre  landfill  capped  last  summer;  the 
State  indicates  the  method  is  working,  but  the  Town  won't  release  any  in- 
formation. Daniel  Carey  said  the  engineers  aren't  answering  the  question. 
Kenneth  Marshall  remarked  that  if  the  State  wouldn't  allow  the  1992 
closure  schedule,  perhaps  we  should  refuse  to  follow  their  demand  for  an 
earlier  closing  since  the  legislature  is  contemplating  withholding  revenue 
sharing  which  would  amount  to  approximately  $139,000  for  the  Town  of 
Boscawen.  Mr.  Marshall  also  asked  if  testing  was  being  done  at  the  wood 
dumpsite.  Mr.  Supry  said  it  was  not.  Mr.  Marshall  asked  if  any  of  the  con- 
tamination is  going  into  the  drinking  water  and  Mr.  Supry  said  they  did 
not  know.  Mr.  Marshall  asked  if  a  bid  was  necessary  for  the  installation  or 
could  the  Town  employees  perform  the  work.  Douglas  Supry  responded 
that  if  the  Town  assumed  the  responsibility  of  the  installation,  it  would 
also  need  to  assume  the  responsibility  for  the  membrane.  Ed  Maloof  asked 
what  effect  there  would  be  of  the  surface  water  which  will  run  off  the 
top.  Mr.  Jacobs  explained  there  would  be  no  effect  since  the  water  will  be 
clean  and  reviewed  the  visual  displays  which  showed  the  flow  of  water 
drainage.  Rene  Bollengier  asked  if  the  Town  adopted  the  Article  would  it 
be  satisfying  all  State  and  EPA  regulations;  Dana  Smith  said  it  would 
satisfy  all  current  regulations.  Joe  Juliano  requested  information  concern- 
ing the  proposed  contractor.  J.  A.  McDonald,  Inc.  of  Lyndon  Center,  VT 
was  the  low  bidder  and  that  only  positive  reports  have  been  received  con- 
cerning his  work.  It  would  be  standard  practice  to  request  performance 
bonds  from  this  company.  Jack  Pillsbury  asked  if  consideration  had  been 
given  to  truck  the  contents  of  the  landfill  to  the  incinerator.  Douglas 
Supry  said  it  would  be  doubtful  the  incinerator  would  accept  the  waste 
and  it  would  be  costly  at  $37/ton.    * 

Dorothy  Sanborn  moved  the  question,  seconded  by  Deborah  Bevans. 
Polls  closed  on  this  article  at  9:25  P.M.  Results  of  the  balloting  were:  A 
total  of  163  ballots  were  cast:  76  Yes  and  87  No;  the  Article  was  Defeated. 

(B)  To  see  is  the  Town  will  vote  to  expend  the  following  previously  ap- 
propriated but  unspent  funds  from  the  1988  bond  issue  for  the  transfer 
station  construction  project.  (RSA  33:3A)  The  previously  appropriated 
funds  involve  a  total  of  one  hundred  thirty  four  thousand,  two  hundred 
seventy  five  dollars  ($134,275)  of  unspent  funds  from  the  following  ap- 
propriations: (2/3  vote)

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Douglas  Supry  moved  to  postpone  action  until  the  results  of  Article  2A 
were  received;  seconded  by  Glenda  Hill.  There  being  no  discussion,  the 
motion  passed. 

Later  in  the  evening  when  the  results  of  Article  2A  were  announced 
Douglas  Supry  moved  to  table  this  article;  seconded  by  Fred  McLauglin; 
there  being  no  discussion,  the  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

Thomas  Danko  moved  to  accept  the  appropriation  of  $1,274,020  as 
presented  in  the  Annual  Report;  Ronald  Reed  seconded  the  motion. 

Discussion:  David  Jillson  asked  what  the  figure  covered  and  Mr.  Danko 
explained  the  amount  is  printed  on  Page  17  and  18  of  the  Annual  Report 
and  this  represented  the  money  required  to  run  the  Town  for  1991  and  it 
represented  $10,000  less  than  last  year.  Mr.  Danko  pointed  out  this  figure 
did  not  include  any  warrant  articles  which  may  be  passed  tonight. 

Roland  Bartlett  moved  the  question;  a  vote  was  taken  and  Article  3 
passed. 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  seventeen  thousand  dollars  ($17,000)  to  provide  a  five  per- 
cent (5%)  cost  of  living  increase  for  town  employees  retroactive  to 
January  1,  1991. 

Moderator  Rick  Trombly  announced  the  receipt  of  a  request  to  have 
this  article  be  voted  upon  by  paper  ballot.  The  request  was  signed  by: 
Dorothy  Sanborn,  John  Porter,  James  F.  Colby,  Donald  Welcome  and 
Kenneth  Marshall. 

Dick  Sweatt  moved  to  table  the  article;  seconded  by  Dorothy  Sanborn; 
there  being  no  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken  to  table  the  article:  the  results 
were  66  Yes  and  67  No;  the  request  was  defeated. 

Bill  Harmon  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read;  seconded  by  Denise 
DeStefano.  Discussion:  David  Otterson  said  he  felt  the  5%  increase  was 
not  warranted  in  these  economic  times.  Ray  Levesque  said  he  did  not 
receive  a  pay  raise  this  year.  He  would  like  to  give  the  employees  more 
than  5  % ,  but  his  taxes  have  increased  and  were  20  %  of  his  income  this 
year  and  he  doubts  whether  he  will  be  able  to  pay  his  taxes  when  they 
become  due.  Dorothy  Sannborn  said  the  figures  were  misleading  -  that 
the  increase  was  actually  $18,805;  Dana  Smith  said  the  Selectmen  could 
not  spend  more  than  what  is  appropriated  in  the  Article.  Ronald  Reed, 
/Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee,  quoted  the  budget  committee  report 
that  benefits  were  more  important  than  pay  increases.  Jim  Colby,  also  on 
the  budget  committee,  said  he  felt  the  employees  were  well  paid.  Michele 
Tremblay  has  been  out  of  work  for  five  months  and  without  health  in- 
surance for  two  years;  she  was  sympathetic  but  did  not  feel  the  increase 
should  be  passed  this  year. 

Douglas  Supry  moved  to  delay  action  on  the  Article  until  the  results  of 
Article  2  were  known.  Jim  Colby  requested  a  motion  to  table  Article  4, 
but  was  reminded  that  motion  had  already  been  defeated.  Denise 
DeStefano  seconded  the  motion  to  consider  this  Article  after  the  results  of 
2B;  the  motion  carried. 
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Paper  balloting  began  at  9:50  P.M.  and  the  polls  closed  at  10:50  P.M. 
With  153  votes  cast  the  results  were:  43  Yes  110  No.  The  Article  was 
Defeated. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  twenty  five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  for  the  study  of  sewage 
treatment  facilities  and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  twenty 
five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  of  bonds  and/or  notes  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33)  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  and/ or  notes 
and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  to  take  such  other  ac- 
tions as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  issuance,  negotiation,  sale  and 
delivery  of  such  bonds  or  notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town 
of  Boscawen;  furthermore,  to  participate  in  the  State  Revolving  Loan 
Program  RSA  486:14  (formerly  149-B:12)  established  for  this  purpose, 
and  to  allow  the  Selecmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  any  moneys 
which  may  become  available  through  State  or  Federal  Grants  established 
for  this  purpose,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.  (2/3  ballot  vote) 

Moderator  Rick  Trombly  explained  this  Article  would  require  paper 
balloting  and  the  polls  would  be  open  for  one  hour. 

Don  Welcome  moved  to  table  the  Article;  Deborah  Bevans  seconded; 
there  was  no  discussion  and  the  motion  passed. 

During  Article  21  -  a  motion  to  remove  this  Article  from  the  table  was 
approved  with  a  vote  of  54  Yes  and  28  NO . 

Robert  Knowlton  moved  to  adopt  the  Article  as  printed;  seconded  by 
Mike  Rich.  Discussion:  Ed  Maloof  said  that  since  he  is  expected  to  pay 
taxes  and  sewer  bills  as  long  as  he  owns  property  in  Boscawen,  he  feels 
that  Allied  Leather  should  also  pay.  Douglas  Supry  explained  the  contract 
is  being  challenged  but  the  Selectmen  are  not  very  hopeful  in  receiving 
payments.  Roger  Sanborn  requested  clarification  on  the  billing  process 
and  was  told  by  Mr.  Supry  that  the  Town  of  Boscawen  collects  the  fees 
and  is  responsible  for  payment  to  the  City  of  Concord.  The  Town  does  not 
hold  any  ownership  in  the  Sewer  Plan;  it  simply  raised  money  to  help 
defray  the  costs  of  building  the  plant.  Carol  Willey  asked  what  the  Select- 
ment  were  doing  to  entice  other  businesses  to  Boscawen.  Mr.  Supry  said 
they  had  been  encouraging  businesses  to  settle  here,  to  date  without  suc- 
cess. He  also  noted  that  Allied  Leather  is  also  requesting  a  property  tax 
abatement.  Robert  Knowlton  felt  that  if  the  Town  had  its  own  plant  then 
more  people  would  benefit  and  we  should  spend  the  money  to  do  so. 
Debate  ended  and  a  paper  ballot  began  at  12:05  a.m.  with  polls  closing  at 
1:05  a.m.  The  results  were:  89  votes:  52  Yes  and  37  No;  with  a  total  of  58 
needed  to  pass  with  a  2/3  vote,  the  Article  was  Defeated. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  thirty  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500)  for  the  purchase  of  a 
highway  front  snow  plow  for  the  Highway  Department. 

Ronald  Reed  moved  to  accept  the  Article  as  read;  Donald  Welcome 
seconded;  there  was  no  discussion  and  the  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  nineteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,900)  to  replace  the  existing 
electric  heat  with  a  gas  fired  hot  air  system  in  the  Police  Station. 
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Tim  Welch  moved  to  accept  the  Article  as  read;  Claire  Clarke 
seconded.  Discussion:  Ronald  Reed  asked  if  this  money  was  for  the 
installation  of  used  equipment  which  was  donated;  Douglas  Supry  replied 
it  was.  Ronald  Reed  questioned  the  efficiency  of  a  new  furnace  versus  the 
donated  equipment.  Mr.  Supry  responded  that  the  second-hand  hot  air 
furnace  had  been  installed  in  a  home  for  a  few  months  but  was  given  back 
to  the  dealer.  It  is  60-65%  efficient.  A  new  model  claims  to  be  90% 
efficient  at  a  cost  of  $1660  and  an  installation  fee  of  $1880,  but  the  savings 
would  far  outweigh  the  initial  cost.  Deborah  Bevans  inquired  about  the 
current  cost  to  heat  the  police  station;  Chief  Mark  Pepler  responded  it  was 
$289  for  the  month  of  January,  1991.  Deborah  Bevans  suggested 
amending  the  article  to  read  $3440  to  allow  purchasing  a  new  system  and 
installing  same;  however  Richard  Sweatt  noted  that  an  amendment  can- 
not be  over  10%  of  the  original  article;  Deborah's  suggested  amendment 
was  withdrawn.  Richard  Sweatt  suggested  the  article  be  passed  and  allow 
the  Selectmen  to  find  money  which  could  be  transferred  from  another 
account.  Douglas  Supry  said  this  wouldn't  be  possible  because  there  were 
not  excess  funds  in  other  accounts.  Carl  Woodard  suggested  the  use  of  the 
money  saved  from  not  having  the  electric  heating  system  for  part  of  the 
year.  Jim  Colby  asked  if  money  from  the  overlay  account  could  be  used; 
Douglas  Supry  responded  that  this  project  would  not  qualify  under  the  re- 
quired uses  of  that  account.  Daniel  Carey  felt  this  project  should  be  put 
on  hold  and  researched  further.  Ed  Brodeur  suggested  the  project  go 
ahead  and  use  the  duct  work  for  a  new  furnace  next  year.  Dorothy 
Sanborn  suggested  amending  the  article  up  to  the  10  %  limit  and  use  the 
savings  gained  from  the  non-electric  months.  Selectmen  Dana  Smith 
projected  a  $550  savings  but  that  would  still  not  be  enough  money  to  pur- 
chase an  entire  new  system. 

Roger  Sanborn  moved  to  amend  the  article  to  read  $2,090  with  Ray 
Fisher  seconding  the  motion.  Discussion:  Ronald  Reed  suggested  extra 
money  may  be  in  the  Maintenance  account.  Dana  Smith  noted  that  a 
bidding  process  may  bring  a  lower  price.  Larry  Thomas  asked  if  con- 
sideration had  been  given  to  gas  vs.  oil.  A  vote  was  taken  on  the  amend- 
ment; The  amendment  passed. 

The  amended  article:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  two  thousand  ninety  dollars  ($2,090)  to 
replace  the  existing  electric  heat  with  a  gas  fired  hot  air  system  in  the 
Police  Station  -  was  voted  upon  and  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  seventeen  thousand  dollars  ($17,000)  for  the  purchase  of  a 
police  cruiser. 

Richard  Sweatt  moved  to  table  the  article;  seconded  by  Jim  Colby.  A 
vote  was  taken:  63  Yes  and  64  No;  the  motion  to  table  was  Defeated. 

Denise  DeStefano  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read;  seconded  by  Ray 
Fisher.  Discussion:  David  Otterson  asked  the  reason  for  a  new  cruiser  and 
why  is  there  always  a  cruiser  parked  at  Davis'  Auto  Body.  Chief  Mark 
Pepler  responded  that  the  Town  needs  to  replace  the  '86  Ford  LTD  which 
has  99,000  miles.  This  cruiser  is  on  its  second  engine,  second  transmission, 
and  second  rear  end.  To  refurbish  this  cruiser  and  to  include  a  90  day 
warranty  it  would  cost  $6500.  Cruisers  are  usually  at  Davis'  Auto  Body 
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because  they  are  in  need  of  repair;  the  Town  has  three  cruisers.  Jim  Colby 
shared  facts  from  other  Towns  concerning  the  number  of  miles  in  each 
town,  the  number  of  cruisers  each  town  owns,  the  mileage  on  each  cruiser 
and  warranty/ maintenance  costs.  Mr.  Colby  said  he  respects  the  Police 
Department  but  that  he  also  respects  his  wallet.  Chief  Pepler  reported  on 
the  mileage  of  each  Boscawen  cruiser  and  said  that  comparisons  are  in- 
teresting, however  each  Town  respond  to  different  types  of  calls.  Ours  is 
experiencing  more  serious,  violent-type  crimes  than  the  other  towns  in  the 
past  year.  Larry  Thomas  agreed  that  in  his  many  years  of  experience  in 
police  work,  it  is  difficult  to  make  comparisons  because  the  patrol  areas 
are  very  different. 

Roger  Sanborn  asked  what  type  of  cruiser  is  the  Police  Department 
looking  for  —  perhaps  a  4  wheel-drive?  Chief  Pepler  stated  that  there  is 
one  dealer  offering  a  State  bid  vehicle  which  is  a  Chevrolet  Caprice  at  a 
cost  of  $14,700  and  a  Maintenance  program  for  $3,000  above  the  pur- 
chase price.  Ford  Motor  did  not  bid  for  1991.  A  Ford  Taurus  would  be 
$14,206  and  the  warranty  is  $3,000  for  a  total  package  price  of  $17,196. 
There  is  a  four-door  GMC  four  wheel-drive  available  without  a  trade-in 
at  a  cost  of  $17,300.  Roger  Sanborn  inquired  the  average  cost  of 
maintenance  of  our  current  cruisers;  Chief  Pepler  responded  it  cost  $2300 
for  the  1986  or  19  cents  per  mile  —  not  including  gasoline.  Kenneth  Mar- 
shall suggested  delaying  consideration  until  after  balloting.  Ray  Fisher  re- 
quested moving  the  article.  Joy  Sloane  offered  an  amendment  to  the  arti- 
cle by  adding  "and  trade  in  the  old  cruiser".  The  motion  to  amend  was 
seconded  by  Bill  Harmon.  Discussion  on  the  amendment:  Robert 
Knowlton  said  he  understood  there  was  little  value  in  trade-ins.  Mark 
Pepler  agreed  and  said  there  were  no  bids  received  on  the  last  cruiser  auc- 
tioned by  the  Town.  Don  Welcome  suggested  the  Town  send  the  cruiser 
to  the  State  Auction.  Dana  Smith  noted  the  State  usually  takes  a  percen- 
tage of  the  sale  price.  Discussion  ended  and  the  amendment  was  voted 
upon  in  the  affirmative.  A  vote  was  taken  on  the  amended  article  which 
was  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  ex- 
ceed seventeen  thousand  dollars  ($17,000)  for  the  purchase  of  a  police 
cruiser  and  trade  in  the  old  cruiser.  The  amended  Article  was  voted  upon 
and  adopted. 

ARTICLE  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000)  to  refurbish  the  1975  Mack  Fire  Truck 
and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  thirty  five  thousand  dollars  ($35,000) 
from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  for  that  purpose. 

Moderator  Rick  Trombly  explained  he  had  received  a  request  by 
Donald  Welcome,  Joy  Sloane,  Betsy  Millard,  Richard  Sweatt,  and 
Dorothy  Carrier  to  vote  on  the  Article  by  paper  ballot. 

Joe  Bartlett  moved  to  accept  the  Article  as  read;  seconded  by  Brenda 
Bartlett.  Discussion:  Joe  Bartlett  explained  the  Article  only  meant  raising 
$5,000.  Roger  Sanborn  asked  if  the  work  would  be  put  out  for  bid  and  Joe 
Bartlett  said  it  could  and  the  truck  was  well  worth  saving.  Bill  Heinz 
asked  about  the  interest  earned  while  the  $35,000  was  in  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund.  Douglas  Supry  said  the  interest  went  into  the  General 
Fund.  He  also  said  the  Selectmen  will  have  the  repair  go  out  for  bid.  Betsy 
Millard  asked  why  the  interest  was  in  the  General  Fund.  Mr.  Supry 
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responded  it  was  the  generally  accepted  accounting  method.  Jim  Colby 
asked  if  all  interest  from  interest  bearing  accounts  went  into  the  General 
Fund  and  Mr.  Supry  said  it  did.  Jim  Colby  remarked  that  the  Selectmen 
were  then  receiving  more  money  than  was  appropriated.  Dorothy  San- 
born asked  where  the  information  could  be  found  in  the  Trust  Fund 
report.  Douglas  Supry  explained  that  the  Town  holds  the  money  ap- 
propriated for  Capital  Reserve  Funds  until  the  end  of  the  year  and  then 
turns  it  over  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds.  Sandra  Brodeur  requested 
clarification  of  the  current  motion  on  the  floor.  Tom  Danko  clarified  the 
motion  and  again  noted  the  motion  only  required  raising  $5,000.  Joy 
Sloane  asked  if  a  2/3  vote  was  required  to  take  money  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  since  it  takes  a  2/3  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund; 
Moderator  Rick  Trombly  said  it  did  not  -  only  to  establish.  Doris  Silver 
reported  that  interest  will  be  earned  on  the  Fund  until  it  is  used  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  established.  Maxwell  Millard  requested 
clarification  of  "raise  the  appropriate";  Mr.  Danko  responded  the  wor- 
ding was  required  by  the  State.  Maxwell  Millard  felt  it  was  two  seperate 
actions;  Deb  Bevans  asked  asked  if  the  wording  needed  to  be  changed 
since  it  was  causing  confusion. 

Douglas  Supry  moved  to  amend  the  article  by  adding  at  the  end  "and  to 
be  applied  toward  the  $40,000."  Deborah  Bevans  seconded  the  amend- 
ment. A  vote  was  taken  on  the  amendment  and  it  was  adopted.  The  re- 
quest for  a  paper  ballot  was  confirmed  by  the  Moderator.  Ray  Fisher 
reminded  the  voters  they  were  only  asking  for  $5,000.  Paper  balloting 
began  at  10:20  p.m.  with  polls  remaining  open  for  one  hour.  Results  of 
the  balloting  were:  146  ballots  cast;  112  yes,  34  no;  the  Amended  Article 
was  Adopted. 

ARTICLE  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  to  help  support  the 
Penacook  Rescue  Squad  for  its  emergency  medical  services  and  rescue 
operations  for  the  Town. 

Joy  Sloane  moved  to  accept  the  Article  as  read;  seconded  by  Dorothy 
Sanborn.  There  being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  six  thousand  four  hundred  eighty  nine  dollars  ($6,489)  for 
the  services  of  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association. 

Claire  Clarke  moved  to  accept  the  Article  as  read;  seconded  by  Denise 
DeStefano.  There  being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  nine  dollars  ($3,359) 
for  services  to  low- income  residents  of  Boscawen  through  the  Concord 
Area  Center  Community  Action  Program,  Belknap-Merrimack  Counties 
Inc. 

Douglas  Supry  moved  to  accept  the  Article  as  read;  seconded  by  Don 
Welcome.  There  being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 
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ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  toward  the  operating  ex- 
penses of  the  Penacook  Centers,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($2,500  for  the  Youth  Center  and  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  for  the 
Senior  Center. 

Denise  DeStefano  moved  to  accept  the  Article  as  read;  seconded  by  Ted 
Houston.  Discussion:  Wayne  Morse  asked  that  the  $2,500  be  kept  in  Town 
to  be  used  by  our  own  Youth  Athletic  Association.  Moderator  Trombly 
stated  the  suggested  amendment  would  change  the  intent  of  the  Article 
and  would  be  invalid;  the  voters  sustained  the  Moderator's  interpretation 
and  discussion  continued  on  the  submitted  Article.  Carol  Willey  asked  if 
Boscawen  children  benefited  form  the  Penacook  Center;  Doug  Supry 
responded  they  did.  Frances  O'Keefe  asked  what  the  benefit  was  and  how 
many  children  did  they  serve.  Mr.  Danko  reviewed  a  report  submitted  by 
the  Center  which  indicated  250  Boscawen  residents  were  served  in  1989 
and  300  in  1990.  Joe  Juliano  said  he  was  in  charge  of  the  Cub  Scouts  and 
his  son  was  in  sports.  He  doesn't  know  anyone  who  benefits  form  the  pro- 
gram. Douglas  Supry  noted  the  voters  may  reduce  the  amount  of  money 
in  the  Article  if  they  wish.  Maswell  Millard  said  there  were  apparently 
several  children  from  the  lower  end  of  Boscawen  who  used  the  facilities 
and  felt  it  is  a  worthwhile  investment.  Ed  Maloof  said  his  children  use  the 
facilities  after  school.  Frances  O'Keefe  said  $2500  is  a  small  part  of  the 
budget  but  questioned  what  the  Town  is  receiving.  Joe  Juliano  requested 
clarification  and  moved  to  delete  $2500  for  the  Youth  Center;  seconded 
by  Frances  O'Keefe.  Discussion:  Glenda  Hill  said  her  children  were  never 
charged  when  they  used  the  facilities.  Roger  Sanborn  said  he  felt  it  would 
be  a  mistake  to  delete  the  money  and  find  out  later  there  are  children  who 
use  the  programs  and  suggested  an  amendment  to  have  the  Selectmen 
research  the  Town's  use  of  the  Centers.  Hilda  Goodnow  said  she  had 
never  been  charged.  Deborah  Bevans  used  the  exercise  program  -  she  paid 
a  yearly  fee  and  then  a  program  charge.  Larry  Thomas  stated  it  would  be 
wrong  to  suddenly  delete  the  money  without  more  information.  Claire 
Clarke  suggested  changing  the  figures  from  $2500  to  $2000  and  $500  to 
$1000  -  reducing  the  Youth  and  increasing  the  Senior  portion.  Brenda 
Bartlett  asked  if  the  amounts  in  the  Article  were  based  on  a  usage  scale 
and  that  she  felt  it  is  worth  the  money  to  keep  the  kids  off  the  street. 
Douglas  Supry  was  not  sure  about  the  amount  being  based  on  the  usage, 
but  it  was  the  usual  method  of  determining  a  Town's  share.  Discussion 
ended  and  a  vote  was  taken  on  the  amendment;  the  amendment  was 
Defeated.  The  original  Article  was  voted  upon  and  Amended. 

ARTICLE  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Board  of  three 
Cemetery  Trustees  with  full  power  over  the  maintenance  and  operation 
of  Town  Cemeteries.  Such  trustees  shall  serve  for  staggered  terms  of  three 
years  each. 

Michele  Tremblay  moved  to  accept  the  Article  as  read;  seconded  by 
Donald  Welcome.  Discussion:  Phyllis  Hewey  asked  why  this  job  needed  to 
be  given  to  a  Board  when  Mr.  Hollins  was  already  doing  a  good  job. 
Selectmen  Danko  said  a  committee  had  been  appointed  last  year  but  the 
committee  hadn't  been  given  any  official  power.  The  maintenance  is  not 
being  questioned,  but  some  people  are  interested  in  making  im- 
provements  in   the   Cemeteries.    Doris   Silver   explained   that   sales   of 
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cemetery  lots  and  perpetual  care  are  being  deposited  into  the  General 
Fund.  With  this  Article,  the  money  would  be  used  only  for  the 
Cemeteries.  Wayne  Morse  asked  if  more  people  would  be  hired.  Douglas 
Supry  said  the  Article  was  not  intended  to  have  the  Committee  take  over 
maintenance,  but  to  take  over  the  operation  as  a  self-supporting  venture 
by  operating  out  of  the  sale  of  lots  and  perpetual  care  money.  Kenneth 
Marshall  stated  the  wording  needed  changing.  Michele  Tremblay  said  the 
Board  would  administer  the  operation  and  it  would  not  hire  outside 
labor.  Bill  Harmon  had  a  problem  with  the  way  the  Article  is  worded  and 
felt  it  may  risk  setting  precedent  for  other  departments  who  may  want  to 
break  away.  Ronald  Reed  noted  there  is  a  separate  line  item  in  the  budget 
for  the  maintenance  of  cemeteries.  Douglas  Supry  explained  that  the  next 
Article  would  give  the  townspeople  the  power  to  vote  for  the  Commission 
members.  Daniel  Carey  felt  the  wording  was  wrong.  Marie  Cummings 
asked  for  the  names  of  people  who  donated  money  to  the  Cemetery  Trust 
Fund  and  Doris  Silver  said  the  names  are  available  in  a  public  report 
which  is  also  given  to  the  Attorney  General's  Office  and  the  Department 
of  Revenue  Administration.  Dorothy  Sanborn  explained  the  Committee's 
intent  and  projects  which  they  felt  were  necessary.  Discussion  ended  and 
a  vote  was  taken  on  the  Article:  47  Yes  and  53  No;  the  Article  was 
Defeated. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  elect  by  unofficial  ballot  three  Trustees  to  serve  until 
the  next  annual  town  election  as  provided  by  RSA  669:16. 

Bill  Harmon  moved  to  table  this  Article;  seconded  by  Tim  Welch. 
There  being  no  discussion  the  motion  to  Table  passed. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Capital 
Reserve  Cemetery  Improvement  Fund  established  in  1984  and  to  establish 
an  Expendable  Trust  Fund  to  be  used  for  cemetery  maintenance  and  im- 
provements (RSA  3L19A)  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  nine  thousand 
twenty  six  dollars  and  sixty  five  cents  ($9,026.65)  to  be  placed  in  this  fund 
with  the  Cemetery  Trustees  being  the  designated  agents  to  expend.  Both 
principal  and  interest  may  be  spent  from  this  fund. 

Joy  Sloane  moved  to  table  this  Article;  seconded  by  Bill  Harmon.  There 
being  no  discussion,  the  motion  to  Table  passed. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  empower  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  current  expenses 
of  the  Town  until  the  taxes  are  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 

Claire  Clarke  moved  to  accept  the  Article  as  read;  Ronald  Reed  sec- 
onded. There  being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  author- 
ity to  transfer  or  sell  property  taken  by  the  Town  in  default  of  Redemp- 
tion from  the  Tax  Sale  or  otherwise  acquired  and  such  sale  to  be  at  public 
auction  with  the  Selectmen  reserving  the  right  to  accept  or  reject  any  or 
all  bids. 

Phyllis  Hewey  moved  to  accept  the  Article  as  read;  Sherlene  Fisher 
seconded.  There  being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 
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ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
make  application  for  and  to  accept  and  to  expend  on  behalf  of  the  Town 
any  and  all  advances,  grants,  or  other  funds  for  Town  purposes  which 
may  now  or  hereinafter  be  forthcoming  for  the  U.S.A.  or  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  or  any  Federal  or  State  Agency. 

Ronald  Reed  moved  to  accept  the  Article  as  read;  Claire  Clarke  sec- 
onded. There  being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
accept  and  to  expend  on  behalf  of  the  Town  private  gifts  and  contribu- 
tions for  Town  purposes. 

Denise  DeStefano  moved  to  accept  the  Article  as  read;  Ray  Fisher 
seconded.  There  being  no  discussion,  the  Article  was  adopted. 

ARTICLE  21.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting. 

Brenda  Bartlett  suggested  to  Wayne  Morse  that  he  submit  a  warrant  ar- 
ticle next  year  to  support  the  other  athletic  association.  Selectman  Danko 
suggested  a  proposal  be  submitted  to  the  Park  Committee  so  money  could 
be  included  in  their  budget. 

Tom  Danko  asked  the  voters  opinion  concerning  the  publishing  of  tax- 
payers names  and  taxes  on  their  individual  properties.  He  said  this  had 
not  been  done  this  year  because  of  the  printing  costs.  Michele  Tremblay 
noted  the  Town  of  Webster  prints  this  list  each  year. 

Other  input  was  requested  on  the  refurbishing  of  the  Town  Hall  floor. 
The  voters  were  in  agreement  and  also  suggested  a  sound  system  was 
needed.  Marie  Sherman  asked  and  was  told  that  the  rental  money  from 
the  Town  Hall  goes  in  the  General  Fund. 

Thanks  was  expressed  to  the  Police  and  Fire  Department  for  their  pro- 
fessional and  immediate  response  to  an  emergency  at  the  Town  Hall 
today. 

Dorothy  Sanborn  stated  she  would  like  a  financial  report  from  the  Old 
Home  Day  Committee. 

Carol  Willey  asked  that  research  be  done  concerning  the  high  sewer 
costs  for  the  lower  end  residents.  Rick  Trombly  agreed  it  is  a  very  impor- 
tant subject  and  needs  to  be  addressed  by  the  Town.  Douglas  Supry  said 
the  Selectmen  realized  the  problem  thus  the  reason  there  was  an  Article  in 
the  Warrant  for  money  to  study  the  problem.  However,  the  motion  to 
table  Article  5  passed  and  discussion  did  not  occur.  Boscawen  is  currently 
in  debt  to  the  City  of  Concord  in  the  amount  of  $70,000.  Mr.  Supry  felt 
the  Town  of  Boscawen  had  two  options;  to  continue  with  the  City  of  Con- 
cord and  not  reduce  the  costs  of  begin  investigating  methods  to  build  our 
own  plant.  Claire  Clarke  is  on  the  opposite  end  of  the  Town  and  said  no 
one  helps  her  with  her  well  and  septic  system.  Michele  Tremblay  asked  if 
consideration  had  ever  been  given  to  establish  a  sewer  precinct.  Mr. 
Supry  responded  that  the  Town  chose  not  to  do  so  several  years  ago. 
Marie  Sherman  felt  everyone  in  Town  should  share  the  costs.  Roberta 
Trombly  asked  if  the  Tannery  was  still  paying  its  sewer  bill  since  in- 
dividual property  owners  are  responsible  even  if  they  leave  Town.  Daniel 
Carey  asked  if  Merrimack  Valley  is  charged  and  Mr.  Supry  said  they  will 
be  as  soon  as  the  next  bills  are  mailed.  Mr.  Supry  said  the  Selectmen  have 
been  negotiating  with  the  City  of  Concord  in  an  effort  to  reduce  sewer 
costs.  He  explained  the  history  of  the  Town's  decision  in  joining  the  City 
of  Concord.  Mike  Rich  indicated  there  is  no  current  way  to  monitor  the 
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flow  from  each  home  because  there  are  no  meters  in  place.  Dana  Smith 
reported  Concord  has  indicated  that  Boscawen  uses  400  gal/ per  person 
per  day  while  Penacook  only  uses  100.  David  McKerley  moved  to  remove 
Article  5  from  the  table;  Denise  DeStefano  seconded.  A  vote  was  taken  on 
this  motion  with  54  Yes  and  28  No.  Article  5  was  formally  discussed. 

Ronald  Reed  moved  to  have  the  Selectmen  find  a  new  attorney  to 
represent  the  Town;  seconded  by  Richard  Sweatt.  Discussion:  Ronald 
Reed  questioned  the  quality  of  legal  advice  which  the  Town  has  been 
receiving.  He  asked  what  effect  changing  attorneys  may  have  on  cases  in 
progress.  Douglas  Supry  responded  that  the  Town  currently  employs  the 
firm  of  Upton,  Sanders,  Smith;  itemized  bills  are  received  and  he  would 
like  specifics  on  what  is  perceived  as  bad  advice.  Ronald  Reed  suggested 
the  sewer  project.  David  Otterson  said  that  Upton  is  the  best  lawyer 
anyone  could  have  —  a  remark  which  Moderator  Trombly  took  exception 
to  —  jokingly!  David  Otterson  asked  if  the  attorney  assists  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  Town's  Warrant.  Douglas  Supry  responded  that  he  did  not  but 
did  review  and  found  some  errors.  The  Selectmen  do  not  involve  the  at- 
torney in  every  aspect  of  Town  business  and  that  perhaps  oversights  are 
also  Selectmen  errors.  The  Selectmen  do  the  best  job  possible  and 
although  there  is  no  excuse  for  oversights,  they  do  exist.  Larry  Thomas 
suggested  the  motion  may  set  a  bad  precedent  with  this  administrative 
housekeeping.  Maxwell  Millard  felt  this  issue  was  more  significant  than  a 
housekeeping  matter.  Bill  Heinz  asked  the  Selectmen's  individual  opi- 
nions and  was  answered:  Dana  Smith  felt  the  attorney  is  capable  of  per- 
forming the  duties  which  the  Town  requires,  but  that  he  sometimes  drags 
his  feet;  Tom  Danko  felt  there  may  be  some  procrastination;  Douglas 
Supry  said  there  may  be  some  procrastination,  but  some  of  it  is  the  Select- 
men's fault  because  the  Board  tries  to  deal  with  the  most  important  issues. 
Ed  Maloof  said  he  feels  the  sewer  contract  has  not  had  good  attention. 
Debate  ended  and  a  vote  was  taken  on  the  motion  to  hire  a  new  attorney; 
the  majority  voted  No  and  the  motion  was  Defeated. 

Dorothy  Sanborn  indicated  there  is  a  law  which  mandates  a  Cemetery 
Commission  and  wondered  what  the  status  would  be  of  the  current  com- 
mission; Douglas  Supry  said  the  Town  will  maintain  the  Commission  the 
same  as  it  had  been  since  the  Articles  were  defeated  at  this  meeting. 

Richard  Sweatt  moved  to  restrict  the  Police  Department  to  having  just 
two  cruisers;  seconded  by  Carol  Willey.  Discussion:  Carol  Willey  asked 
the  age  of  the  cars  and  Larry  Thomas  said  the  Police  Chief  needs  to  be 
given  the  authority  to  handle  the  day-to-day  operations  of  the  police 
department.  A  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  was  Defeated. 

David  Otterson  asked  to  discuss  dump  stickers.  He  asked  why  he  was 
charged  $3  every  year.  Douglas  Supry  responded  that  the  charges 
generated  revenue  for  the  Town,  however  the  Town  seems  to  be 
dissatisfied  and  that  beginning  in  1992,  stickers  will  be  handed  out 
-without  charge  -  at  the  Transfer  Station.  Residents  will  be  required  to 
display  the  stickers,  but  will  not  be  charged.  Joy  Sloane  asked  where  the 
money  is  now  deposited  and  the  cost  of  each  sticker.  Douglas  Supry 
responded  the  stickers  cost  15  cents  each  and  the  money  goes  into  the 
General  Fund  with  the  exception  of  25  cents  as  a  fee  to  the  Town  Clerk. 
Ray  Fisher  asked  how  the  use  of  stickers  would  be  enforced  because  he 
was  told  by  Stanley  Ford  it  was  up  to  the  Police  Department  to  enforce 
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the  use  of  stickers.  Douglas  Supry  indicated  frustrationn  with  the  methods 
used  and  that  Stanley  does  try  to  identify  non-stickered  vehicles.  Peter 
Kenney  suggested  the  need  for  more  than  one  sticker  since  many  families 
have  two  vehicles. 

David  Jillson  asked  if  any  action  had  been  taken  on  property  tax  abate- 
ment requests.  Douglas  Supry  said  the  Selectmen  have  been  working  on 
the  requests  and  will  continue  on  March  20.  The  State  has  indicated  pro- 
perty owners  may  be  facing  at  least  a  three  year  wait  for  replies  due  to  the 
backlog  of  requests. 

Brenda  Bartlett  asked  if  there  was  any  progress  for  recycling.  Mr. 
Danko  responded  there  had  not  been  due  to  the  costs  of  the  equipment. 
The  project  is  on  hold  since  there  is  very  little  return  on  the  investment. 

Maxwell  Millard  asked  if  the  declining  value/economy  was  a  good  basis 
for  a  tax  abatement;  Mr.  Supry  said  it  was  not  a  valid  argument  yet.  The 
problem  is  that  the  assessment  was  done  during  a  period  when  people 
were  not  having  difficulty  selling  property. 

Maxwell  Millard  said  we  should  recycle  and  noted  we  would  save  by 
not  sending  as  much  refuse  to  the  incinerator.  Douglas  Supry  noted  the 
Town  guarantees  a  tonage  being  taken  each  year;  we  must  still  pay  even  if 
we  reduce. 

Richard  Sweatt  asked  about  the  cost  to  clean  up  the  Patten  lot;  Mr. 
Supry  said  the  cost  came  out  of  the  overlay  money  as  this  was  a  court 
order.  The  amount  was  $45,700,  a  portion  of  which  $7,584.42  was  reim- 
bursed to  the  Town  for  scrap  metal  and  tonnage  taken  to  the  incinerator 
in  Penacook.  The  selectmen  are  working  on  problems  of  cleaning  up  other 
properties.  Jim  Colby  suggested  Town  employees  clean  up  the  former 
Atkinson  property  but  Mr.  Supry  said  the  Town  doesn't  own  this  property 
and  could  not  clean  up  without  a  court  order. 

Jack  Pillsbury  moved  to  adjourn  the  meeting;  seconded  by  Joy  Sloane. 
The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  1:10  a.m.  Wednesday,  March  13,1992.

ZONING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Boscawen  Zoning  Ordinance  was  first  adopted  in  April  of  1973.  It 
was  revised  in  June  of  1975  and  again  in  September  of  1978. 

The  present  version  was  adopted  in  May  1988  and  enjoyed  the  wide- 
spread support  of  the  votes  at  that  time. 

The  purpose  of  our  ordinance  as  stated  on  page  1: 

"is  designed  in  accordance  with  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  pur- 
pose of  promoting  health,  safety,  morals,  and  the  general  welfare  of 
the  community  consistent  with  the  purposes  cited  in  the  above 
named  statutes" 

The  statutes  cited  are  RSA  674:16-21  and  675:1-7 

There  are  many,  many  other  controlling  RSA's  which  make  up  the  total 
body  of  law  concerning  the  states  Planning  and  Land  Use  statutes.  Cer- 
tain court  decisions  also  have  a  bearing  on  what  must  be  contained  in  zon- 
ing ordinances. 
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In  addition,  from  time  to  time  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature  passes 
legislation  which  amends  or  changes  the  Planning  statutes  and  results  in 
controlling  what  a  municipality  can  or  cannot  do  in  its  zoning  ordinance 
and  sometimes,  what  it  must  do.  For  example,  RSA  674:32  lays  out  the  re- 
quirements for  a  municipality  relative  to  the  placement  of  manufactured 
housing. 

Also,  RSA  672:1  makes  it  very  clear  that  a  municipality  cannot  use  its 
planning  and  zoning  powers  to  discourage  or  eliminate  the  following: 
child  day  care  in  the  home  (with  limits) ;  housing  for  low  and  moderate  in- 
come families;  agricultural  operations  and  forestry  operations  including 
the  harvest  and  transport  of  forest  products. 

The  Boscawen  Zoning  Ordinance  is  a  good  one  and  has  been  used  by 
other  towns  to  guide  them  in  developing  better  ordinances  for  themselves. 

However,  after  working  with  out  present  ordinance  for  two  years  or  so, 
it  became  clear  that  certain  sections  needed  changing  or  clarification  in 
order  to  improve  it,  and  make  it  more  equitable  for  all  of  the  people  who 
live  in  town. 

The  Planning  Board  is  responsible  for  zoning  changes  and  they  ap- 
pointed a  representative  committee  from  the  community  to  recommend 
changes.  The  committee  consisted  of  two  members  of  the  Planning  Board, 
two  members  of  the  Zoning  Board,  two  members  of  the  public,  one 
member  of  the  Conservation  Committee  and  one  Selectman. 

This  committee  worked  over  a  long  period  of  time,  completed  its  study 
and  used  the  expertise  of  the  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning 
Commission  to  compile  the  final  draft  of  recommendations.  The  proposal 
has  been  presented  to  the  Planning  Board. 

They  will  be  announcing  dates  for  a  public  hearing  and  for  when  we 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  vote.  All  voting  on  Zoning  or  Zoning  revisions 
must  be  by  ballot  vote  using  the  checklist.  Present  law  does  not  allow  for 
discussion  at  the  time  of  balloting. 

Please  watch  for  the  announcement  of  these  dates.  I  urge  each  and 
every  person  to  participate  in  the  public  hearing.  RSA  672: 1  also  says  that 
the  citizens  of  a  municipality  should  be  actively  involved  in  directing  the 
growth  in  their  community. 

You  can  do  Boscawen  a  real  favor  by  voting  yes  when  the  time  comes.

NOTE  1  —  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Penacook  and  Boscawen  Water  Precinct 
conform  to  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  as  applicable  to 
governments  which  operate  utilities  that  are  financed  and  accounted  for 
in  a  manner  similar  to  private  business  enterprises,  except  as  indicated. 

Financial  Reporting  Entity 

The  Penacook  and  Boscawen  Water  Precinct  (the  Precinct)  was  incor- 
porated in  1891  to  provide  water  for  domestic,  mercantile  and  industrial 
usage  in  portions  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen,  New  Hampshire  and  the 
Penacook  section  of  the  City  of  Concord,  New  Hampshire.  The  Precinct 
operates  under  the  direction  of  an  elected  Board  of  Commissioners. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

The  Precinct's  financial  statements  have  been  prepared  on  the  accrual 
basis  of  accounting.  Under  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting,  revenues  are 
recognized  when  earned  and  expenses  are  recognized  when  they  are  in- 
curred. Estimated  amounts  have  not  been  recorded  for  services  rendered 
but  not  billed  as  of  the  close  of  the  year  as  required  by  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.  Interest  on  General  Obligation  Debt  is  recognized 
when  due  rather  than  when  incurred  in  accordance  with  State  re- 
quirements. The  Precinct  believes  that  the  effects  of  these  departures  are 
immaterial  to  these  financial  statements. 

Assets,  Liabilities  and  Equity 

Inventory  of  Materials  —  Inventories  of  materials  consist  of  water  system 
materials  and  supplies  and  are  valued  at  cost. 

Utility  Plant  in  Service  and  Depreciation  —  Utility  plant  in  service  is 
stated  at  cost.  Depreciation  is  provided  over  the  estimated  useful  lives  of 
the  various  components  using  the  straight-line  method.  Estimated  useful 
lives  are  as  follows:

Although  still  in  use,  fully  depreciated  assets  are  removed  from  the 
accounts.  Depreciation  expense  was  $26,004  in  1991  and  $26,153  in  1990. 

Contributions  in  Aid  of  Construction  —  Funds  are  received  from 
developers  for  construction  and  are  recorded  as  contributed  capital.  Con- 
tributions in  aid  of  construction  were  $9,242  in  1991  and  $1,587  in  1990. 

Cash  —  The  Precinct's  cash  at  December  31,  1991  consists  of  deposits 
with  a  book  balance  of  $3,234  and  a  bank  balance  of  $13,668.  The  bank 
balance  is  fully  insured  by  federal  depository  insurance.
